Why Students Don’t Care About Sport 


What .was most revealing about McGill's recent 
decision to abolish intercollegiate sports—primarily, it 
seems, to enable the university to exploit the real estate 
under Molson Stadium—was the general student apathy 
which greeted. it. 

Unlike their counterparts of an earlier age—those 
students of the '40s, ‘50s, and early ‘60s for whom sport 
was the chief diversion and who loudly condemned any 
cuttack decision—today's students care very little about 
sports. 

This general indifference is not unique to McGill. All 
across the country, fewer and fewer students are 
participating in sport of any kind. 

Despite growing enrolments, universities are getting 
fewer participants in the once-popular recreational intra- 
mural programs. 

High schools that once dominated inter-scholastic 
sport are now having great difficulty finding enough 
players to field a team, 

I think that students have become apathetic and even 
hostile to sport largely because its image personifies so 
many of the beliefs they oppase.

Uniform inspection is a regular feature of. many 
Canadian-physical education classes and students are still 
penalized-for not wearing the “‘proper'’ uniform. In many

It would only be because of 
complete abdicatian of 
responsibility by the United 
States and possibly 
Soviet Union that one could 
envisage the Japanese heing 
forced to take the initiative ta 
preserve stability.

Indoor Bulb-Growing Problems 


By HILDA BEASTALL 

The failure of narcissi (the genus which inciudes all the 
different kinds of daffodils), hyacinths and crocuses to 
produce satisfactory flowers when grown in pots, can be 
traced to a number of causes. First, we & 
must remember these groups of bulbs all 
bloom outdoors when the soil and the air is 
heavy with mosture. 

Secondly, the temperatures outdoors 
range, at blooming time, between 40 and 60 
degrees F 

Now, do these facts already present a 
few clues? 

We, in our zeal to get bulbs to bloom 
indoors, expect them to endure a tempera- 
ture between 65 and 75 deg. F., with 
occasional floodings of water in the pots 
and seldom more moisture around them than the steam from 
cooking sgpper. 

With the advent of complete laundry equipment for 
homes, even the steam from the washing and drying of 
clothes in winter is lacking. 

So here we are with dry, hot houses and we're trying to 
flower these lovely outdoor blossoms just like we did in 
bygone days. 

When We plant narcissus bulbs in the garden before the

end of September and see the flowers (here in our southern 


coastal climate) opening by the end of February, the bulbs 
have had five months of rooting and growing in cool, damp 
soil. 

For Nowering in pots for the house, we expect them to 
root and produce their flowers within three months. They will 
still do this quite well if we: 

(1) choose the right varieties for the job; 

(2) choose only top size, healthy bulbs; 

(3) give them at least eight weeks to root in a cool 
damp, and dark place before bringing them into the average 
house conditions 

If we consider all the environmental circumstances under 
which the narcissi, hyacinths and crocuses bloom outdoors we 
have a better chance of success with them indoors. 

A little shorter rooting period, a few degrees higher 
temperatures will be tolerated, as will somewhat drier 
atmosphere but we must. try not to have any of these 
requirements too drastically different. 

\Of these three spring bulbs, the least adaptable for indoor 
growing is the crocus. This is quite understandable, for it is 
the one to bloom in earliest spring when the air is cool and 
moist, plus a variable light intensity of cloud and sunshine. If 
we do succeed in blooming them indoors the flowers rarely 
last more than one day 

From this assortment of ideas, you may find the answers 
to your own indoor bulb-growing problems

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KARPIN ON BRIDGE

in 1949, the president of the 


American Contract Bridge 
League was the late Dr. Louis

Spent on Science 


Lack of Guidance 


> Rapped by Senate

OTTAWA — Billions of Canadian dollars were 
committed in the 1950s to nuclear power programs, 
jet fighters and ballistic missiles without one meeting 
of the federal cabinet’s chief science policy-making 


body. 


This is an example cited by 
the Senate science policy 
committee of past perform- 
ance under what it describes 
as Canada’s “science policy 
by accident.’’ 

in the first volume of its 
report tabled Thursday, the 
committee says the federal 
government must shed 50 
years of failure at molding 
the national science effort and 
replace it with a clear, 
comprehensive policy aimed 
at economic and social objec- 
tives. 


Faced with a huge inter- 
natienal technological race 
and with growing social prob- 
lems at home, politicians and 
the public can no longer 
afford -to abdicate. their re- 
sponsibilities to make and 
control science policy, it says. 

For example, Canada got 
into nuclear power and buthi- 
ing jet fighters and missiles 
between 1950 and 1958 without 
the cabinet committee on 
scientific and industrial re- 
search, the main top-level 
policy body, ever meeting. 


Committee Dissolved in October 


Since 1958, the committee 
had met with growing fre- 
quency —once a week this 
year. The report adds that 
the cabinet committee was 


dissolved by the government 
in October, to make way for 
setting up new policymaking 
machinery next year. 

The report makes specific 
citations in discussing costly 
Weapons systems developed in 
the 1950s, culminating in the 
elimination of the Avro Arrow 
program in 1959. 

There was the Avro flying 
saucer,_for which no ‘cost is 
specified, later developed as a 
subsonic experimental craft 
under U.S. contract; the 


abortive Velvet Glove missile 
costing $24 milion; and the 
CF-100 jet interceptor costing 
$146 million in federal funds 
before production. 

Top cost, of course, was the 
$450 million sunk “in the 
Arrow. 

In view of the “gap at the 
top,’’ says the Senate report, 
it is hard to see how a clear 
policy could result from the 
three policy advisory bodies 
the National Research Coun- 
cil, the Science Council of 
Canada and the Economic 
Council of Canada. 

The NRC was created in 
1916, the economic council in 
1961 and the science council 
in 1966. 


NRC's Effectiveness Weakened 


The shidy s&s NRC's effec- 
tiveness as Th advisory 
agency was weakened seri- 
ously when it acquired huge 
laboratories in the 1930s and 
1940s. It then faced a conflict 
of interest between offering 
advice and doing its own 
research. 

The science council, it adds, 
has been working in a politi- 
cal vacuum ‘with minimal 
impact on policy. 

The Senate science policy 
committee, headed by Senator 
Maurice Lamontagne (L— 
Quebec), economist and for- 
mer cabinet minister, was 
created in 1967, Its extensive 
hearings included trips to the 
U.S. and Europe. 

Most of the specific recom- 
mendations will appear next 
year in a second report. One 
recommendation made by the 
first report calls for a perma- 
nent Senate committee to 
review major policy issues 
every five years and to study 
individual areas or problems 
when required

Within days almost all Island rivers and streams will have 
their first major run of winter steelhead. Incidental catches 
have rapidly increased from almost all Island rivers as pre- 
season steelheaders take rial trips to perfect their tackle. 
Some of the larger rivers like the Gold, Campbell, Puntledge, 
Stamp, Nanaimo and Cowichan have already experienced minor 
runs and will inerease in productivity as the traditional Boxing 
Day opening draws near. 2 

For the beginner, steelhead are almost a myth. As @ novice 
he may already have spent many hours on various streams 
fruitlessly casting in an attempt to hook one of these trophy 
trout — but as yet, with no success. There are no short cuts to 
becoming a master steelheader, nor to becoming skilled and 
adept at the sport of steelheading. River time is what every 
tyro must acquire before he will beach that first exalted fish, 
but the following suggestions on tackle may reduce that time, 


It is interesting to note that up-Island steelheaders are 
generally float fishermen while south-Island steelheaders prefer 
drifting, The reason for the difference is hard to determine and 
appears to be only a matter of personal preference, which has 
grown with each area, Both methods are equally successful. 
However, every angler should eyentpally become adept with 
each method as every stream is fished best to one or the 
other method and in many situations to both. 

Basic tackle for the float fisherman can be divided into two 
major catagories; the major tackle, which consists or rod, reel 
and line; and the terminal tackle, consisting of lures and bait 
and basic hook-up. ‘s 

Major tackle is relatively simple but a few specific points

For float fishing it is mandatory that your rod be long. A 


4 ten-foot rod is most common with many anglers using rods 


up to thirteen feet. The long rod is necessary to ensure a& 
proper drift of the float by allowing the angler to keep his line 
oft the water. If the line is permitted on the stream surface the 
current quickly creates a beily which pulls the lure from the 
bottom away from the fish or, which inhibits a successful strike 
because of slack line, 

Steelhead have earned the nickname “‘ironhead’’ in part 
because they have very tough mouth tissues. Your rod, while 
long and supple for greatest action, must have a stiff tip for 
setting the hook, 

Reels are many and varied and generally depend on the

and lures. Casting reels like the Ambassador provide for dis- 
tance and is a preferred reel for large simeams whether float 
fished or for drift fishing. 

Fishing line has become so varied now that the angler need 
have little worry, providing he buys quality line, For winter 
steelhead-a minimum weight for the novice would be line of 
fifteen pounds test with a more desirable Weight being twenty 
pounds. The steelhead averages eight pounds and is caught in a 
stream also having a weight factor, which the angler must 
contend with when fighting his trophy. One- snap of a 
steelhead’s head is sufficient to break line weights greater than 
fifteen pounds. 

Terminal tackle comprises a float, weights, swivel, leader, 
hook and bait or lure. 

The most commonly used hook is a number 2-0 off-set bait 
hook, Many varieties are available with preference being an 
individual matter. 


* * * 


Leader line is important in float fishing for it literally gives 
the angler many hours more of actual on-the-stream fishing 
time, Leader hook-ups are prepared prior to the trip to be 
quickly tied to the swivel when lost. Leader should be limp 
monofilament and must be a few pounds less than the main 
line. 

Weights are of two basic kinds split shot or eared 
sinkers. Eared sinkers have the advantage over split shot for 
they do not crimp your line. They are also easy to remove and 
ean be used over again. Medium to large split shot should be. 
used, or medium to small eared sinkers. j 

Floats come in all sizes, shapes and colors. A medium- 
sized torpedo-shaped float is generally preferred, particularly as 
on the cast it creates little splash as compared with the more 
circular floats. Floats should have a slit opening for quick 
change’ and a bright top for visibility | 

Terminal tackle should be attached as follows for best 
results when float fishing. 

A large swivel is tied to the end of the main line with 
approximately two feet of leader tied to the other end of the 
swivel. 

If fishing with foe, a barrel knot is tied to the shank of 
your hook with the leader threaded through the eye of the hook 
Pushing the leader back through the eye will create a loop 
where the bait can be placed without it falling from the hook. A 
small strip of red wool is usually tied to the hook along with 
the bait for added attraction. 

When fishing lures, slip them on the leader, add a small 
bead so the lure will not slip on the hook, then tie your hook to 
the end of the leader with a strong improved clinch or 
fisherman's knot. A smal] split shot should be crimped about an 
inch above the lure on the leader so-that the lure won’t slip up 
and down the leader.
